Jackson Balks Trial of Nazi Bankers

There is grave danger that the 
Nazi industrialists and bankers who 
financed German fascism and Hit- 
ler’s drive to conquer the world will 
escape punishment because of Jus- 


tice Robert H. Jackson’s handling 
of US. war crimes policy, Federated 
Press learned yesterday. 

Recently returned from tne 
Nuermberg trials where he sat as 
official observer at the invitation of 


Jackson, Executive Secretary Mar- 
tin Popper of the National Lawyers 
Guild told FP in an exclusive inter- 


view that: 

The US. Government has failed 
up to now to support a trial of the] 
leading Nazi industrialists and 
bankers before-an international tri- 
bunai similar to the one now func- 
tioning at Nuremberg.

These concessicns bear strongly 
on the United States OK of the re-

Partial text of an address by 
William Z. Foster, chairman of 
the Communist Party, to an East 
Side meeting of 1,200 persons 
Wednesday in protest at British 
rule in Palestine and the Bevin 
slur against the Jews: 


The tragic continuation of Jewish 
persecution a year after the military 
defeat of Hitlerism cannot be under- 
stood apart from the drive of im- 
perialism toward another bloody 
conflict. 

The vrime requisite for the secur- 
ity and well being of the Jewish 
people, as for all peoples, is the 
complete liquidation of fascism and 
Nazism. It is because American ‘and 
British imperialism are determined 


to prevent this that we are con- 
fronted with the spectacle of con- 
centration camps in Germany, where 
thousands and thousands of Jewish 
people continue to receive treatment 
simiiar to what they were faced 
with under Hitlerism. 

It is for this reason that American 
imperialism is quite content to put 
Nazis in charge of displaced persons 
and is quite happy to allow Ameri- 
can soldiers to be infected with Nazi 
ideology. It is because of this that 
our government is so ready to make 
America a haven for fascists and 
murderers like General Bor and 
Denikin, but refuses to ease the im- 
migration laws for victims of Nazi 
persecution.

The American people, within the 
framework of this struggle, must de- 
mand that the Displaced Persons 
camps be immediately dissolved. 
The responsibility for the mainten- 
ance and the well being of the Jew- 
ish refugees must be turned over to 
the United Nations, which must see 
to it that the doors of all countries 
are opened to them for immediate 
immigration and settlement. The 
American people must demand that 
the gates of America be opened im- 
mediately to large numbers of these 
victims of Nazi terror. 


Palestine is a colonial country in 
which the most elementary rights 
are denied to the people. There is 
no democracy in the land. The High 


Commissioner is the supreme ruler. | 
He is the legislature, the judiciary, 


and the executive all rolled into one. 


This government, which makes 
such pious declarations of concern 
for the welfare of the people, spends 
one third of its budget for police 
and prisons and but one fifth for 
health, education and social service. 


PALESTINE A PRISON 


Ruth Gruber, writing in the 
New York Post, stated recently: 
“I've just come back from Pales- 
tine. The people here don’t think 
the British know what justice is. 
To them Palestine is a concentra- 
tion camp. The British rule not 
by justice, but by tanks and guns, 
some of which are said to be 
American lend lease. .. . Jews are 
tortured in concentration camps 
in Palestine, and political prison- 


ers are deported to Eritrea, where 


they live under incredible ¢ondi- 
tions. 

At the beginning of this year, a 
set of Emergency Regulations were 
proclaimed which virtually place 
Palestine under martial law. Police 
and soldiers patrol all towns. Cur- 
fews are imposed regularly. Meet- 
ings are consistently broken up by 
the military and when the crowds 
do not disband quickly enough the 
soldiers are ordered to fire into the 
crowd. The courts are overcrowded 
and military as well as civil courts 


are imposing, severe sentences up 


to the death penalty each day of 
the week. 


Even the Zionist leaders branded 


these regulations as part of a 
“regime of terror” which “has 
placed Palestine out of the bounds 
of fundamental human rights.“ 
The Zionist Emergency Council pro- 
tested that “In the last few months 
the British authorities in Palestine 
have intreduced unmitigated terror 
in their dealings with the Jewish 
population.” 


JUST TEMPORARY 


Despite these facts, many Zionist 
leaders still proclaim that this is 
but a temporary conflict. Dr. Weiz- 
mann, head of the World Zionist 
movement, in his testimony before 
the Anglo-American Commission 
stated: 

“, „ the rock of Gibraltar on 


which I build my Zionist policy. 
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is absolute cooperation with Great 
Britain. ... All we hope and wish 

is that this period of tension 
should pass very quickly and will 
be forgotten as a bad dream and 
we shall once more find ourselves 
cooperating in the great task of 
the regeneration of the Jewish 
people.“ 

It is very significant that many 
of the Zionist leaders, who so in- 
sistently demand that all Jews 
should leave Europe, have had very 
little to say about the oppression, 
that brutality, the murder which 
imperialism ‘is perpetrating in 
Palestine. It is significant that not 
even one spokesman for the Jewish 
Agency who appeared before the 
Anglo-American Commission said a 


word against British imperialism. 

There are other leading Zionists, 
particularly in America, who are 
turning more and more to Ameri- 
can imperialism for support, in the 
hope that the participation of 
American imperialists will aid the 
Jewish people. 


ILLUSION 
They, too, look upon the conflict 


as a temporary one and believe that 
imperialism, even though it be only 


of the American variety, will come 
to its senses. Their demand for a. 
Jewish Commonwealth relies upon 
this approach and consequently 
considers its main task to be the 
winning over of imperialism to its 
side. This illusion, which is so 
consistently propagated,

Neither Jew nor Arab can achieve 
freedom under imperialism. Only 
in a free, democratic Palestine, rid 
of imperialist oppression and freed 
from the yoke of the imperialist 
trickery which has these many 
years played off one people against 
the other, can Jews as well as Arabs 
look forward to a free, equal and 
peaceful existence. 


DEMAND GROWS 


This demand receives wide sup- 
port from all freedom-loving peo- 
ple. This demand is winning more 
and more adherents, even within 
the Zionist movement and particu- 
larly in Palestine. ‘There, many 
people, especially amongst the 
working class, 
realize that the basis for peace and 
security is the friendship of peoples 
and the joint struggle of these 
peoples against imperialism. 

The recent strikes in Palestine, 
where thousands upon thousands of 
Jews and Arabs fought for their 
rights side by side, are the best ex- 
ample of the healthy orientation 
which is arising. 


MAKE OUR VOICE HEARD 


We in America must make our 
voice heard and must demand an 
end to the imperialist oppression of 
peoples. We must demand that the 
turning of Palestine into a trustee- 
ship under the auspices of the Big 
Three be immediately brought be- 
fore the Security Council. We must 
demand that unilateral action, as 
exemplified by the establishment of 
the Anglo-American Commission, 
cease at once. We must demand 
that the Soviet Union shall have an 
equal voice in the solution of these 
questions. : 

Similarly with the question of im- 
migration. For 28 years, imperial- 
ism has used the question of im- 
migration as one of its mainstays 
and as one of its major weapons 
for strengthening its domination 
and for creating antagonisms. We 
must take this weapon away from 
imperialism. We can do this only 
if we face the issue of immigration 
as an integral part of the fight 
against imperialism and for the 
freedom of Palestine.

| preparing their case for the wage mainte- 
mance campaigns last fall labor research- 

ers came to the conclusion that wartime 

savings of workers were a much exaggerated 

item. 

Reactionary -economists, as well as the 
more “libéral” employer in- 
terests represented in the 
Committee for Economic 
Development, made much 
of the huge accumulations 
of savings during the war. | 
But labor economists point- 
ed out that the savings 
were there, alright, but 
were in the wrong hands. 

The wealthy, the war speculators, the 
coupon clippers and the profitmakers had set 
aside huge amounts in their bank accounts 
and government bonds. But the workers had 
saved little or nothing. And such limited 
savings as they may have had were being 
used for basic living expenses. 

Labor pointed out repeatedly that when it 
comes to providing jobs, to create mass pur- 
chasing power, the limited savings of the 
masses were no substitute for wages and sal- 
aries. Hence the need for substantial wage 
increases. 

This week came ample confirmation of 
labor's contention. A report prepared for the 


Federal Reserve Board by the U. S. Bureau 


of Agricultural Economics, based on a 


sampling of family spending units all over

They will be quite able to take care of all 
current needs out of current incomes from 
previous investments. Thus they will be able 
to put their big additional wartime savings 
into more investments which will secure them 
still greater current incomes in future years. 


They'll be able to “concentrate on invest- 
ments,” while you are feeling that hole in 
your pocket cut by your own Congressman 
when he voted to kill OPA. Through this 
hole, as prices soar, will slip not only your 
savings bwe your current income as “real 
wages” continue to drop. 

Note that the bottom quarter of family 
units, the ones that need them most, have 
no savings at all. These are the low-wage 
groups, some of whom have taken the advice 
of NAM personnel experts and shunned unions 
while accepting wage cuts and downgrading 
without a strike or protest. 

The future prospect, says U. S. News in its 
story on the survey, is “for a still greater 
concentration of liquid assets.

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Atomic Negotiation 


There is much hokum in the press on the difference 
between the Baruch and Gromyko atom plans, 


There is only one way to judge the virtues of the dif- 
ferent schemes. That is, which plan is better for the 
United States and the American PEOPLE who desire 
peace. | 

Newspaper opinion which favors the Baruch scheme 
and raps the Gromyko scheme speaks not for the Amer- 
ican people, but for the big Wall Street trusts, who see 
in their atombomb monopoly a golden chance to take over 
the world before anyone else gets the new weapon. 


The heart of the Baruch plan is that it gives the U.S. 
actual veto power over all other countries, because the 
U. S. will continue to build up its present atombomb stock- 


pile until the rest of the world gets a U. S. OK on their 
atom energy. situation. 


We keep the monopoly. We decide single-handed 
when to quit. We hold the decision in our hands, and the 
other powers are supposed to put their trust in “us.” 
“Us,” of course, is the Washington military clique which 
controls the atom bomb along with such trusts as the 
DuPonts and General Electric. 


This is as if the trusts were to ask the American 
trade unions to “trust us” and give up their organizations. 


Would American labor accept that kind of proposition? 
We doubt it. 


Neither will other countries look upon the Baruch 
plan as any kind of proof that the U. S. has given up its 
gang-up with Britain against the Soviet Union. 

The Baruch plan would be a good plan—that is, for 
a gradual surrender of our atom pile as WE approve other 
countries’ set-ups—if there were not a definite hostile 
line-up of Britain and the U. S. against the Soviet Union. 

The whole point of the Baruch scheme—which Bri- 
tain naturally approves—is that it continues to keep 
the Anglo-U. S. bloc in existence. 

In fact, by going after the veto power, the Baruch 
scheme practically makes the Anglo-Saxon bloc a perma- 
nent feature of the United Nations. Because only the 
veto stands in the way of such a bloc having free sway. 
A Tricky Argument 

The main argument against the Gromyko plan, 
which urges the United States to destroy all its atom 
bombs and agree to set up a United Nations control of 
world atomic production, is that it doesn’t provide for 
adequate enforcement or “policing.” 2 

This is a trick. It is not true, even though such pa- 
pers as PM and the New York Post angrily berate the 
Soviet Union for not accepting adequate “policing.” 

The truth is that the Gromyko plan specifically calls 

-repeatedly for swift SANCTIONS against any violator of 
the atomic agreements. 

The advocates of “policing” have in mind not any 
defense against violations. What they want is the power 
to intervene inside the Soviet Union while they abolish 
the Soviet Union’s veto, its legal protection within the UN. 

These plan is not based on mutual confidence, but on 
out-maneuvering one of the big powers by a bloc hos- 
tile to it. | 

Will such a scheme advance the cause of peace and 
mutual trust? Clearly not. And, therefore, it is clearly 
not in the American interest, which is. peace. 

The reality of the present atom debate is that Britain 
and the U. S. have been ganging up on the Soviet Union. 
The Churchill sabre-rattling speech and the “get tough” 
violations of our pledges show what has been going on. 

Under such circumstances, what the world needs is 
proof that the American military clique which controls 
the atom bomb will not use it to impose its will on the 
world. This is the heart of the issue. 

It is we who have to restore confidence by agreeing 
to outlaw atomic warfare, as Gromyko proposes. 

Only those who cherish the atombomb monopoly as a 
weapon for world empire can balk at such reasonableness. 

For the rest of us Americans, who don’t see why 
other people should trust Wall Street any more than we 
do, the need of the hour is to negotiate the differences into 
a common plan to outlaw atomic warfare, and rid man- 
kind of this nightmarish fear. ; 

But all negotiations have got to be based on a relin- 
quishing of the idea that our atombomb monopoly is the 
basis of our foreign policy. 

We would not want other nations to approach us in 


that way. We cannot expect other people to accept what 
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A New Cloud Over Pittsburgh

PITTSBURGH, Pa., June 14 
(Delayed) —Well here is your rov- 
ing reporter back in her favorite 
city.

1) Two hundred fifty members 
of the Brotherhood of -Railroad 
Trainmen have been on strike 
since last Saturday against the 
Monongahela Connecting R. R. 
Co., a subsidiary of the J. & L. 
Corporation. Result—11,000 steel 
workers are idle and the plant is 
shut down. But it’s not due en- 
tirely to this fact, because, in 
addition, 


2) One hundred scarfers were al- 


ready on strike in the J. & L. 


plant as a result of a provocative 
attempt to eliminate the process 
of “scarfing,” which means to 
trim the edges and clean off the 
impurities from the finished steel. 
The start was made in the 15 inch 
mill. The workers demanded 
either the steel be put through the 
scarfing bed, as usual, or they be 
paid their incentive pay just the 


same. The company refused to 
negotiate the issue. The men 
walked out. 
JUSTIFIED 


Either strike, small as it is nu- 
merically, ties up the plant. Both 
locals of the United Steel Work- 
ers in J. & L. recognizes that the 
scarfers have a justifiable griev- 
ance, although technically it is a 
“wildcat” strike. A policy of speed 
up and elimination of men has 
been carried on by J. & L. since 
the contract was signed. The 
workers feel they must support 
each other in common protection 
to maintain the benefits of the 
contract against company sniping. 


The strike of the railroad work- 
ers is a dramatic repercussion 


from the disappointment and bit- 
terness of America’s railroad 
workers. everywhere over the 
breaking of their national strike 
by President Truman. They are 
picketing the plant in support. of 
their demand: that they be placed 
on equal conditions with the steel 
workers, since they are operating 
a steel plant railroad. Their de- 
mands are. vacations with pay. 
payment of shift differentials, and 


time and a half rate for all work 


done on Sundays and holidays. 

The company contends that 
they are covered by the recent 
agreement forced upon the rail- 
road workers in Washington. The 
men contend that it is not a Class 
I carrier but a “short line” and 
that since they are employed by 
a steel company they are entitled 
to the same benefits as steel 
workers. 


HAVE SUPPORT 

The steel workers of the plant 
are in full sympathy with their 
demands. Their own railroad 
union is backing their claim that 
they are not covered by the Wash- 
ington agreement, and a repre- 
sentative of president A. F. Whit- 
ney was sent here to assist them 
in negotiating their demands. 


They are picketing very effectively 
and barred the maintenance men 
at the plant today. 

The company is stubbornly re-

The World Telegram in it’s lead 
paragraph said yesterday that 
“those interviewed termed pre- 
sumptuous Russia's atomic bomb 
plan ... as against the Baruch 
plan which would eliminate veto 
rights in atomic use violations, .. .” 

Mr. William Slane, a Post-Office 
guard at 90 Church St. said he 
is in favor of the veto. 

“But according to the lead para- 
graph in the World Telegram here 
you are against the veto, Mr. 
Slane. And you are also against 
the Soviet Union’s atomic bomb 
proposals,” he was reminded. 

“Oh, that’s the World Telegram. 
I didn’t say that,” said Mr. Slane, 


who served with the Cavalry in 
the first World War. 

Both Edmund Dietz, a liquor 
Store manager at 39 Vesey St., 
and newsdealer William Collins, 
Stationed near City Hall, af- 
firmed their quotes. Dietz wanted 
the atomic bomb abolished, “if 
possible.“ 

The World-Telegram reporter 
hadn’t questioned a single fac- 
tory worker. That’s their idea of 
“fair reporting.” 

But the World-Telegram is in- 
terested in other things. Like 
creating bad will against the 
Soviet Union, and attacking work- 
ers when they try to get a decent 
wage.

School Board 


Mayor O’Dwyer promised yesterday to name a Negro 
to the Board of Education “at the earliest possible moment.” 


The mayor made his promise at City Hall as school officials 
presented Daniel Paul Higgins, archi- 


tect and former school board mem- 
ber, with a merit citation. 


Communist Councilman Benjamin 
J. Davis and Peter V. Cachione have 
been active in the campaign to get 
a Negro on the school board. 


“A Negro Has been named te 
the Board of Higher Education,” 
the Mayor said, “but we haven't 
had an opportunity to make such 
an appointment to the Board of 
Education. This must be done at 
the earliest possible moment in 
the interest of fair play.” 


The Rev. John M. Coleman, Negro 
pastor, was recently named to the 
higher school board. 


The Mayor stressed that appoint- 
ment of a Negro to the Board of 
Education must not be considered 
“political.”
